These devices may include, interactive 
projectors, or other interactive display technology sets as allowed for on the ASD approved technology list.  5% of the total 
award will be dedicated to training and professional development associated with effectively integrating this equipment into 
the classroom environment.

Huffman Elementary is attempting to put an interactive display devices in every classroom. We currently only have 2 
interactive display devices in the entire school. This places Huffman Elementary far behind in technology. Interactive display 
devices open another exciting dimension to instruction and curriculum that engages students directly into the lesson. 
Research has shown that this teaching tool increase student motivation and engagement. In addition, our students with 
disabilities can receive instruction in meaningful ways that can address their specific learning needs. Our new District GoMath! 
curriculum has a strong interactive piece that is not available to our staff or our students. This was evident during the GoMath! 
training. The disparity between the classes that have an interactive display devices and those who do not is evident. Those 
classrooms without this technology lack the richness and teaching tool provided by this technology. Huffman has many 
students with disabilities, the benefits of this technology for visual and kinetic learners.
